(Slide 1) Case vehicle (A) was traveling north in the northbound lane of a straight section of a 
dry, asphalt, two-lane roadway, (slide 2) with a speed limit of 40 kph (25 mph). It was dark and 
the road was unlighted. Case vehicle (A) drifted across the center of the road and struck a legally 
parked car on the east side of the roadway in an offset-frontal mode. The driver of case vehicle 
(A) was field tested for alcohol intoxication and a blood test was also indicated on the police 
crash report, but no results were available. 

GENERAL VEHICLE DAMAGE AND ESTIMATED CRASH SEVERITIES 

(Slide 3) Damage to case vehicle (A) was moderate. The direct-damage length was 30 cm and 
began at the left-front bumper corner, resulting in 28% vehicle overlap. The maximum crush to 
the bumper was 15 cm and occurred at the left-front bumper corner. Contact damage down the 
left side of the vehicle extended 78-cm rearward from the left-front bumper corner. The left 
wheelbase was reduced 2 cm, and the right wheelbase was unchanged. 

Using the WinSMASH accident-reconstruction program and (slides 4, 5, 6, 7) c- values for case 
vehicle (A) the following impact severity was calculated:

DESCRIPTION OF DAMAGE TO CASE VEHICLE (A) 
Exterior 

(Slides 8, 9, 10, 1 1) The front bumper, the left headlight assembly, the grille, the left fender, and 
the left-front strut were damaged. The left edge of the hood was crushed, and the hood latch was 



jammed shut. Both hood hinges were damaged, but did not separate. The rear edge of the hood 
was not elevated, and it did not contact the windshield. The left composite fender was shattered 
and the pieces were missing from the vehicle. All doors remained closed and operational. 



Interior 

(Slides 12, 13, 14, 15, 16) This vehicle was equipped with both steering-wheel and passenger 
frontal-impact airbags, which deployed during the frontal impact. No damage was noted to the 
airbag skins or (slides 17, 18, 19, 20, 21, 22) to the module doors/flaps. (Slide 23) The steering- 
wheel rim was not deformed and there was no deformation of the steering-wheel spokes. There 
were no intrusions. (Slides 24, 25, 26, 27, 28, 29) No damage was noted to the upper, mid or 
lower instrument panels. The left-upper corner of the windshield was cracked in a spider web 
pattern by driver contact. The left-front seat adjuster was found in a middle fore/aft position. No 
other occupant contact points were found on the vehicle interior surfaces. 

OCCUPANT INJURIES AND KINEMATICS 

The 6-ft, 0-in, 165-lb, 42-year-old male driver (slide 30) was not wearing the available three- 
point belt, and (slide 31) the steering-wheel airbag deployed. (Slide 32) On impact, he moved 
forward, up, and to the left, into and over the airbag. (Slides 33, 34) He sustained a 12-cm 
laceration to the anterior scalp from contact with the windshield header/sunvisor, as indicated by 
hair deposits on the sunvisor. Driver contact marks were noted in the upper-left corner of the 
windshield, but no injuries were reported that could be associated with them. 

The following table and (slide 35) attached drawing summarize the injuries sustained by the 
driver.
